from the senate of the United States, v,!th the excep- 
tion of Senator Cullom, of Illinois, the last of the old 
school of senators which unites present, day statesman- 
•ship wtih the mid-century school which produced such 
a plenitude of great men—the school that produced 
i-Hamlin, Fessenden, Marcy, Rlair, Morton, Blame, 
Thurman, Everett, Conkling. Garfiold. Edmunds and 
many'Others. Senator Frye entered the senate in 1880 
and had served continuously since. Most of the timj 
during the past fifteen years during which his party 
has controlled the senate he had been president pro 
tern., a position he filled with great ability, courtesy 
and with perfect fairness. A few months ago ill health 
compelled him to give up the presidency of the senate 
-and 'it was known that when his term should expire 
•two years hence he would not again stand lor re- 


• election. Senator Frye was an intense republican, ex- 
tremely "regular;' and belonged to that group of sen- 
! ators long known as the citadel of the New England 


; oligarchy of ultra-protection interests. 
The 
Maine 


legislature and governor are at this lime democratic 
and Senator Frye's death opens the way for an immedi- 
ate addition to the democratic forces in the United 


^ States senate.

flghtincr spirit coming to his aid at a 
critical moment.

told the Stanley committee, there had 
been a gentlemen's agreement between 
the'various steel concerns hut "Andy" 
(meaning Andrew Carneeio "would 
always kick them over." He told also 
how H. C. Frick and W. H. Moore had 
paid Mr. Carnegie $1.000,000 for an 
option on the -Carnegie plant and how. 
when their plan.' failed. Carnegie hart 
'--ept the $1.000.000. 


It was this testimony that led Mr. 


Carnegie, who was 1.1 Europe, to sax- 
some sharp things about "this man 
Yates"—"Tatcs" being Mr. Carnegie's 
construction of the financier's name. 


In politics Mr. Gates was a repub- 


lican and was a colonel on the staff 
of .Governor Tanner, of 
Illinois, in 


ISST-IPOO. 
He was a man of great 


energy, shrewd and resourceful, n liarn 
fighter and a good loser, and 
one 


whose willingness to "take a chance" 
on any reasonable proposition gave 
him wide popularity In the realms of 
finance and sports. In middle life he 
was many times a millionaire and at 
the time of his death was fast recoup- 
ing the losses of a few years ago.

cars are belie introduced is shown 
clearly by the fact that 24 per cent ot 
the 2,000 passenger oars acquired in 
1009. were of 
all-steel 
construction 


while 21 per cent were equipped with 
steel underframes. 
Of the 3.783 cars 


acquired In 1910, S3 per cent were all- 
steel and 14 per cent had steel ttnder- 
framcs. 
Of the 4,074 cars which will 


be acquired during the present year. 
62 per cent will be all-steel and 14 
per cent will havo steel underframes, 
leaving only 24 per cent or new cars 
of wooden construction.
